Continue Shore Quarters Allowance •

Washington.—Increased pay for the 


oflicers and personnel of the United 
States navy Is being considered by the 
house naval affairs committee in ex- 
tensive hearings. Members of the com- 
raHteo are practically tmitcd In the be- j 
lief that some readjustment of naval •. 
pay should be made because of the 
incressrd cost of living. Some of the 
men in the navy are resigning to ac- 
ccpt more lucrative 
civil positions, 


while iJfGu.snmJs who served during 
the war. have been discouraged from 
continuing In the service permanently 
hocausn ot* n\e small pay. ID order to 
make a just ami satisfactory readjust- 
ment, KepresentaUve Butler, chairman 
of rhe committee, has asked the navy 
department to send before the cnm- 
mirfee not only high officers stationed 
in Wnshfnj.ion, hut officers am] men 
from all branches oT the naval ser- 
vice-. 


The navy has such a complex ftllmv-
